WAR NOTICES 


ISSUED BY THE CENTRAL EMERGENCY COMMITTEE 
OF THE BRITISH MEDICAL ASSOCIATION 


1. The Central Emergency Committee is now engaged on meet- 
ing the requirements of the Services, and in particular of the 
Army, for medical personnel. Quotas have been communi- 
cated to Local Emergency Committees and individual practi- 
tioners will be approached by the Local Emergency Com- 
mittees in their areas. Practitioners resident and practising 
in an area who are anxious to obtain commission rank in the 
R.A.M.C. forthwith, whose local commitments permit this 
step. but who have not been approached by their Local 
Emergency Committees, should remind the Secretaries of 
their Local Emergency Committees of their immediate avail- 
ability. 

2. There is a floating personnel within the medical pro- 
fession consisting of practitioners not permanently resident 
or domiciled in any particular area. Any such practitioner 
who is willing immediately to undertake whole-time medical 
service with the forces or with the civilian population should 
intimate that fact to the Secretary of the Central Emergency 
Committee at once. This arrangement is a provisional one, 
and shortly all practitioners, whether permanently domiciled 
or practising in an area or not, will be approached only 
through the Local Emergency Committee covering — their 
present address. 


Evacuation Areas 


3. Any practitioners in evacuation areas, whatever their 
branch of practice. who, being mainly or wholly unemployed 
as a result of evacuation, are willing to help in reception 
areas should register their names with their Local Emergency 
Committees. Their names will be scrutinized by Local 
Emergency Committees and communicated to the Central 
Emergency Committee for inclusion in the list of practitioners 
available for transfer to other areas, provided that in the case 
of general practitioners they belong to the protection of 
practices scheme in their own area. 


Reception Areas 


4. Local Emergency Committees in reception areas are at 
present engaged in estimating the capacity of the medical 
personnel in their areas to provide an adequate medical 
service in the new circumstances. Any practitioner requiring 
additional medical help should communicate his needs to the 


Local Emergency Committee. Any incoming general practi- 
tioner joining an existing practice should be remunerated by 
the employing practitioner at a rate not less than that which 
would obtain if the practitioner in question joined the 
Services or became a medical officer in the civilian hospital 
medical service. This minimum whole-time rate is £550 a 
year plus £100 where board and lodging are not provided. 
All incoming practitioners should be required to enter into 
the usual bond governing subsequent practice in the area 
and required to contorm to the local protection of practices 
scheme in so far as it applies to “acting practitioners.” A 
model bond or undertaking is now in the hands of the secre- 
taries of Local Emergency Committees and will be published 
in the Supplement next week. 

5. Local Emergency Committees are now completing their 
arrangements for the distribution of the local pool available 
under the Government scheme for the treatment of unac- 
companied children. Practitioners in reception areas who are 
not yet aware of the arrangements of the Local Emergency 
Committee in this connexion should communicate with the 
secretaries of their Local Committees. 

There will be placed at the disposal of each Local Emer- 
gency Committee in a reception area a sum of money to 
meet the cost of the provisional medical attendance. This 
sum will be calculated at the rate of 10s. a year for each 
unaccompanied child transferred under the scheme. This 
money will be disbursed to practitioners undertaking the 
treatment of children covered by the scheme on a_ basis 
devised and approved by the Local Emergency Committee 
concerned. The amount paid is intended to cover the cost 
of attendance and the provision of medicines. 

In respect of unaccompanied children transferred under 
the Government evacuation scheme payment should be sought 
not from the patient or the householder but from the Local 
Emergency Committee. 


Protection of Practices 

6. Instructions were given for protection of practices 
schemes to be put into operation on Friday. September 1, 
1939. All practitioners. whether they expect to remain in 
their areas or not. should in their own interests, as well as 
in the interests of practitioners generally, join their local 
schemes without delay. There are a number of practitioners 
in London and in the areas contiguous to London who nave 
not yet taken this step. They are requested to do so imme- 
ciately and apply to the London Regional Secretary at B.M.A, 
House, Tavistock Square, for the necessary forms. 
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House-physicians, House-surgeons, and other Junior 
House Officers 


7. All practitioners in this category who have been ap- 
pointed as house officers to the civilian hospital medical 
service will be retained in their present posts for a period 
of three months as from September 1. They are asked to 
accept this position without question whatever their personal 
desires may be. It is essential that the civilian hospital 
service should be fully staffed until greater experience is 
gained of the demands made upon it. 


Protection of Consultant and Specialist Practices 


8. At a meeting of the Trustees of the Scheme for the Pro- 
tection of Consultants and Specialists Practice held on 
September | it was reported that just over 30 per cent. of the 
consultants and specialists in England and Wales had applied 
for membership of the Scheme: 12 per cent. had declined to 
join the Scheme, while the remainder had sent no reply to the 
original communication or a reminder. It was judged from 
the age distribution and from the knowledge available of the 
appointments held that an unduly large proportion of the 
applicants for membership were likely to be recipients under 
the Scheme. The response from possible or potential contri- 
butors was extremely small. In these circumstances the 
Trustees, after taking legal and financial advice, came reluc- 
tantly to the conclusion that the size and nature of the 
response was not such as would justify bringing the scheme 
into operation. 

Other Informaiion 


9. Windscreen notices for doctors’ cars are now available 
and will be distributed through Local Emergency Commit- 
tees. The notice bears the single word ~ Doctor.”

INJURIES 
SPECIAL MEDICAL CERTIFICATES 


The following memorandum to hospitals and medical 
practitioners is issued on behalf of the Ministry of Health 
of England and Wales, the Department of Health for 
Scotland, and the Ministry of Labour for Northern Ire- 
land. It is being distributed by the Local Emergency 
Committees of the B.M.A. 


1, Injury Allowances 


Under the Personal Injuries (Emergency Provisions) Act 
shortly to be passed, payments known as “ injury allowances ” 
may be made to certain persons who are rendered incapable of 
work by war injury. 

Where the war injury causes serious and prolonged disable- 
ment, the injury allowance will be replaced in due course by a 
pension payable by the Ministry of Pensions. 


2. Definition of War Injury 


War injury is defined in the Act as follows: 

“War injuries” means physical injuries (a) caused by (1) 
the discharge of any missile (including liquids and gas); or 
(ii) the use of any weapon, explosive or other noxious thing ; 
or (ili) the doing of any other injurious act; either by the 
enemy or in combating the enemy or in repelling an imagined 
attack by the enemy: or (h) caused by the impact on any 
person or property of any enemy aircraft, or any aircraft 
belonging to, or held by any person on behalf of or for the 
benefit of, His Majesty or any allied power, or any part of, 
or anything dropped from, any such aircraft. 

It will be noted that war injury as defined above (and this 
definition is quoted on the cover of the book of First 
Incapacity Certificates) means physical injuries only. Injury 
to the brain or injury to eyesight as a direct result of con- 
cussion, collapse from heart failure as a direct result of an 
air attack and similar casualties may be accepted as war 
injuries. The definition does not cover neurasthenia and 
other similar sickness, or aggravation of sickness attributable 
to nervous strain, exposure, etc., and a war injury certificate 
should not be issued in respect of a patient rendered incapzble 
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of work by such an iilmess. Such a patient, if an insured 
person, would be entitled to health insurance benefits in the 
ordinary way. 


3. Position of Insured Persons under National Heaith 
Insurance Acts 


A person insured under the N.H.I. Acts who is rendered 
incapable of work by reason of war injury will be disentitled 
to sickness or disablement benefit in respect of incapacity 
arising from that injury for a period of twenty-six weeks 
from the beginning of the week in which the injury was sus- 
tained. 


4. Administration of Injury Allowances 


Injury allowances will be administered by the Unemploy- 
ment Assistance Board as agents of the Ministry of Pensions 
and claims will be dealt with at the Area Offices of the 
Unemployment Assistance Board. A person making a claim 
for an injury allowance will be required to produce a special 
“war injury” medical certificate duly completed and signed 
in the case of those under treatment as in-patients of a hos- 
pital by a responsible officer of the hospital or in other cases, 
including hospital out-patients, by the medical practitioner who 
is giving treatment. 

There are two forms of special war injury certificate— 
namely, a First Incapacity Certificate. of which supplies are 
being distributed to hospitals and medical practitioners ; and 
a Continuation Incapacity Certificate which will be issued 
subsequently by the Unemployment Assistance Board to a 
person making a claim for an injury allowance for presenta- 
tion to the hospital or medical practitioner for completion. 


5. Certificates of War Injury 


Attention is directed to the following notes as to the com- 
pletion of war injury certificates. If the patient is an in- 
patient of a hospital, certificate “B™ of the forms should be 
completed by a responsible oificer of the hospital, and the 
official hospital stamp should be affixed. In all other cases. 
including hospital out-patients, certificate “A™~ of the forms 
should be completed by the medical practitioner who 
examines the patient. In respect of each case only one First 
Incapacity Certificate should be issued and only one Con- 
tinuation Incapacity Certificate should be completed for 
any one subsequent period. In the event, however, of a 
certificate being alleged to have been lost a further certificate 
may be issued but must be clearly marked in ink * duplicate.” 

Certificates should be issued only at the request of the 
patient or of some person acting on his behalf. They should 
not be used at first-aid posts, or for patients admitted to 
casualty receiving hospitals who are transferred to other 
hospitals after detention for a few hours only. 


6. Periodical Certification 


Normally a continuation certificate will be required at 
weekly intervals, but in the case of an in-patient of a hospital 
longer periods not exceeding four weeks may be covered by 
one certificate and provision is made in certificate “B™ of 
the forms for this period to be inserted by the certifying 
responsible officer of the hospital. 


7. First Incapacity Certificate 


(a) The surname and full christian names of the patient and 
as precise information as possible as to the date and place of 
injury must be given in the spaces provided for at the head 
of the form. This part of the form should be completed by 
the patient or by the doctor or the appropriate officer of the 
hospital or other responsible person on the patient's behalf. 
It is important that the information should be given clearly 
and legibly. 

(b) The description of the injury should be inserted by the 
medical practitioner after his examination of the patient. It 
will be of considerable assistance if the injury is described, 
where possible, according to the following code: 
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Wherever situated and in- 
cluding burns, other than 
those due to gas. 


Cope. 
Flesh wounds, 


Injury to Eyes. 

Injury to Arms. 

Injury to Legs. 

Injury to Head. 

Injury to Face. 

Injury to Spinal Column. 
Injury to Chest. 

Injury to Abdomen. 
Injury to Pelvis. 

Injury due to gas—eyes. 
Injury due to gas—lungs. 
Injury due to gas—burns. 


Including Hands. 
Including Feet. 


Injuries of more than one part of the body should be described 
as “multiple” followed by an indication of the most serious 
injury-—-for example, ~ multiple injuries (head).” If the injury 
cannot readily be described under the above code (for 
example. in the case of an injury to the brain as a direct 
result of concussion (see para. 2)) as precise a statement as 
possible should be given of the injury. 


8. Continuation Incapacity Certificate 

These forms will be issued by the appropriate Area Office 
of the Unemployment Assistance Board, whose stamp will be 
shown thereon. This certificate is also to be used for signing 
off—that is, to show the date when the patient ceased to be 
incapable of work by reason of the war injury. If the war 
injury no longer incapacitates the patient for work but the 
patient yet remains incapable of work by reason of some 
other disabiiity., any certificate of incapability for work which 
may be required should be given in the ordinary form appro- 
priate to the case. In the case of persons insured under the 
N.H.1. Acts. the appropriate form would be Form Med, 40. 


9. Persons receiving War Injury while Incapable of Work 
by Reasen of Some Other Disability 

In such cases a war injury certificate should not be issued 

until such time as the other disability ceases to be the cause of 

incapacity for work and it can be certified that the continued 
incapacity for work is caused by the war injury. 


10. Members of the Forces 
Injury allowances are not payable to serving members of 
H.M. Forces (including nurses and other auxiliary services), 
to members of police forces or to professional firemen. if, 
therefore, there is evidence that the patient is a member of one 
of these Forces a war injury certificate should not be issued. 


LONDON MEDICAL AND PANEL COMMITTEE: 
WAR-TIME FUNCTIONS 


The Local Medical and Panel Committee for London 
announces that now the nation is at war the following resolu- 
tions passed by the Committee at its meeting on July 25 
last take effect immediately : 

(a) The functions of the Committee under the N.H.I. Acts and 
Regulations shall be vested in a Controller and an Emergency 
Committee of three persons. 

(b) The Controller is empowered to take such action on behalf of 
the Committee as will not admit of delay subject to his reporting 
all action so taken to the Emergency Committee. 

(c) Every Member of the Committee shall have sent to him (or 
her) notice, however short, of the meetings of the Emergency 
Committee and, as far as practicable, a note of the business to be 
transacted thereat, and every member of the Committee shall be 
entitled to attend the meetings of the Emergency Committee and to 
speak, with the leave of the chairman of the meeting, on any 
matter before the meeting. 

(d) That the chairman of the Committee be appointed as Con- 
troller for the purposes of the foregoing resolutions (a) and (A). 

(e) That the Emergency Committee referred to in the foregoing 
resolution (a) do consist of the vice-chairman and treasurer of the 
Committee, and the chairman of the Finance and General Purposes 
Subcommittee. 

Due notice will be given to members of meetings of the 
Emergency Committee. 
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MEDICAL CERTIFICATES OF INCAPACITY 
FOR WORK 


We print below the facsimile of a certificate which is being 
issued this week to every medical man in private practice 
through the Local Emergency Committees of the B.M.A. It 
is to be noted that these forms are to be used for war injury 
cases only, and should be kept under conditions which will 
prevent their falling into the hands of unauthorized persons. 

The certificates are to be issued only in respect of persons 
rendered incapable of work by reason of war injuries, which 
are defined as follows:

CERTIFICATION OF DEATHS IN TIME 
OF WAR 


The following instructions to medical practitioners in 
England and Wales and Northern Ireland have been issued 
by the Registrar-General, and are being distributed by the 
Local Emergency Committees of the B.M.A. 


Deaths Due to War Operations 


1. Registration Officers have been informed that in the 
event of the outbreak of war special arrangements will come 
into force in regard to the registration of deaths due to war 
operations and the disposal of the bodies of persons so 
deceased, 

No inquests will be held as regards deaths due to war opera- 
tions. Bodies, if not claimed by relatives, will be taken to 
a public mortuary under the control of a local authority with 
a view to burial by the local authority. The Superintendent 
of the mortuary will furnish to the local authority particulars 
of all bodies received into the mortuary. 

2. For the purpose of these instructions, the term ~ war 
operations ” means operations of the Armed Forces of the 
enemy or operations of any of H.M. Forces while in action 
against the enemy or while acting in the course of their duty 
upon any warning of the imminence of an attack by the enemy. 


NOTES.—* (1) Certificate B is to be completed only in respect of an in-patient ota hospital. It should be signed 
by a responsible ofticer of the hospital and the hospital stamp should be affixed. 
(2) In all other cases, including hospital out-patients, certificate A should be completed by the doctor 


(3) This certificate must not be issued if the patient is already incapacitated from work by reason of : 


Registration of Deaths 


3. Certification by the Clerk to the Council.—The Clerk 
to the Council will furnish to the registrar concerned a state- 
ment of particulars (so far as ascertainable) respecting cach 
identified deceased person whose body was received into a 
public mortuary and is buried by the local authority. The 
statement will contain a certificate by the Clerk that the death 
was due to war operations. and the registrar will, on receipt 
of this statement, register the death in accordance with the 
particulars so furnished. 

4. Certification by the Naval, Military, or Air Force 
Authorities.—In the case of any serving sailor, soldier, or 
airman, and of certain classes of civilians employed with the 
Armed Forces, whose death was due to war operations, certain 
Commanding Officers will also be authorized to certify that 
the death was so due; and the registrar will register such 
deaths forthwith in accordance with the information contained 
in the form delivered to him by the Commanding Officer. 


5. Other Cases.—In the case of all other deaths the ordinary 
law and procedure will apply as to the attendance of a 
qualified informant to give information and the actual registra- 
lion of the death, subject only to the following exceptioas. 

If the informant states that the death was due to war opera- 
tions, the registrar has been instructed to act as follows: 

(a) If the deceased was attended by a medical practitioner 
at the time of his death, the medical certificate of cause of 
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death must be delivered; and if it contains information 
which satisfies the registrar that death was due to war 
operaiions, the registrar will register forthwith without 
reporting to the Coroner ; 


(>) If no ordinary certificate of cause of death is pro- 
duced, or if the certificate produced does not satisfy the 
registrar that death was directly due to war operations, he 
will give the informant an opportunity in the first case of 
calling in a medical practitioner (at the informant’s expense) 
to inspect the body and of producing a medical certificate, 
or, in the second case. of obtaining from the medical practi- 
tioner who has already certified a more explicit medical cer- 
lificate. If the informant refuses, or if no medical certificate is 
produced or is obtainable which satisfies the registrar that 
death was directly due to war operations, the registrar will 
report the death to the coroner, stating that it was alleged to 
have been due to war operations. If the Coroner decides that 
the death was unnatural, but was not due to war operations, 
he will hold an inquest and proceed according to the ordinary 
law. If he decides that the death was due to war operations, 
he will inform the registrar to that effect without holding an 
inguest, and the registrar will so register the death. 


Medical Certification of Deaths under the Special 
Arrangements 


6. A medical practitioner who was in attendance upon a 
deceased person privr to the death should issue the ordinary 
certificate of cause of death for the purpose of registration 
unless he is aware that the Clerk to the Council or Com- 
manding Officer has certified that the death was due to war 
operations in accordance with paragraph 3 or 4. In certifying 
any form of violence which falls to be included in the state- 
ment of causation he should be careful to add the words 
“war operations” to the particulars of the violence as stated 
in Part 1 or Part Il of the certificate form. as the case may 
be. if he is satisfied and prepared to certify that the violence 
was due to war operations. In such cases he should refrain 
from reporting the death to the Coroner. 


7. If a medical practitioner who was not in attendance upon 
the deceased prior to the death is called in by the relatives to 
inspect the body after death and to certify for the purpose of 
registration, if he is able to do so, that the death was due to 
war Operations (see paragraph 5 (h)), the Practitioner, though 
not ordinarily entitled on such an occasion to use the pre- 
scribed form of medical certificate, may nevertheless use it for 
this purpose. If he uses the form he should complete the 
statement of cause and other particulars in the certificate 
in the ordinary manner subject to the above instructions, and 
should refrain from reporting the death to the Coroner. He 
should, however, modify the certificate by deleting the words 
“last seen alive by me™ and the words “not seen,” thus 
,eaving the statement to indicate that the deceased was seen 
after death but not before. 


8. In the case of the registration of deaths due to war opera- 
tions on the information of an informant in the ordinary 
manner, the statement that death was due to war operations 
will not be accepted by the registrar unless supported by a 
medical certificate to that express effect, given either by a 
practitioner in attendance before the death or by a practitioner 
who had inspected the body after the death (see para- 
graph 5 (h)). 


9. In the case of deaths certified by the Clerk to the 
Council or Commanding Officer as due to war operations (see 
paragraph 3 or 4) no medical certificate or report to a 
Coroner will be necessary. 


The National Association of Trade Union Approved Societies, 
at its recent annual meeting at Scarborough, passed a resolu- 
tion calling for an extension of medical benefit to include the 
dependants of insured persons. It was stated at the meeting 
that friendly societies and insurance committees throughout the 
country desired this extension.

Age and War Service 


Sir,—More than twenty years ago, when we were at war, 
] wrote to the Editor of the Journal pointing out the greater 
difficulty and hardship of the younger practitioners when called 
up for service compared with older men, well established, with 
families grown up, and having most likely saved enough money 
at least to keep the wolf from the door if the worst happened. 
I was one of the younger men then, in a praciice which | had 
not completely paid for. and with a wife and young baby, 
My responsibilities were then relatively greater than they are 
now. It was difficult for me to join up. but 1 did, and of 
course I feel more than glad that I did. 1 still feel the same 
about this question of younger or older men. | maintain that 
to-day 1 am better able to leave my practice than many a 
younger man. | am. | believe, fitter than | was when | last 
joined up, my tamily is grown up. and | have now ceriain 
private means. In addition. | have uniform and equipment. 
My only object in writing this is to point out the error in 
always regarding the younger man as the man tor the ~ job.” 
If it was argued that the strenuous life of the Army is more 
likely to break down the older man. 1 would answer that a 
great many positions in the Army are far less arduous than 
genera! practice, especiaily when one’s colleagues have left 
the district for war service. I am in a partnership, but we 
run individual practices. and I have no hesitation in saying 
that I could be spared beiter than my younger partners, who 
are now in the same position as | was twenty years ago.-— 
] am. etc..

REMUNERATION OF CIVIL NURSING RESERVE 


A Ministry of Health circular (1861) states that members of 
the Civil Nursing Reserve who have been called up tor 
whole-time duty in hospital in connexion with the treatment 
of casualties should be paid by the local authority or voluntary 
hospital at the following rates: 


Trained nurses supplied by the Civil Nursing Reserve, 
£90 per annum plus board, lodging, and laundry. 

Assistant nurses supplied by the Reserve, £55 per annum pius 
board, lodging, and laundry. 

An additional sum of 3s. 6d. per week is payable to trained nurses 
and assistant nurses where free laundry is not provided. 

Nursing auxiliaries, £2 per week (non-resident). 

In the case of trained nurses in charge of wards an additional 
allowance of £20 per annum is regarded as appropriate. 

Where an assistant nurse bears special responsibilities she may be 
ag up to £65 per annum provided the proportion paid in excess 

£55 per annum does not exceed one in four of the assistant 
aan in the hospital who have been provided from the Civil 
Nursing Reserve. Where a_ trained or. assistant nurse ts 
not provided with board and lodging either in the hospital or under 
arrangements made by the local authority or the hospital, an 
additional sum of one guinea per week will be payable to her. 

In the case of nursing auxiliaries, if board, lodging, and laundry 
are provided by the hospital an appropriate reduction, which should 
not exceed 25s. per week, should be made from the weekly wage 
of £2. If board and lodging are provided under billeting arrange- 
ments made by the hospital with the local authority, the weekly 
sum paid to the householder for billeting—namely, one guinea— 
should be deducted from the pay, a record being kept of such 
deductions for the purpose of financial adjustments with the 
Ministry. The actual payment to the householder will be made by 
the Post Office and not by the hospital or the local authority or by 
the Ministry directly. 

Nurses or auxiliaries will bear the cost of travelling to and from 
hospital, but where an appreciable journey is involved when they 
first report for duty a request tor refund of third-class railway fare 
or its equivalent might reasonably be met by the employing 
authority, and a claim forwarded to the Ministry accordingly.
